This play is the longest ever published, consisting of twenty-one acts. It was 
originally written in Spanish by El Bachiler Fernanda de Roxas de la Puebla de 
Montalvan, whose name is discoverable by the beginning of every line in an 
acrostic prefixed to the work. Mabbe, the translator, pretends to be a Spaniard, 
and assumes the name of Don Diego Puede-ser (i.e. James May+-be).

In this work Mandeville represents strongly the increasing tendency to dwell 
upon the evils of society as a result of over-civilisation, and anticipated the teach- 
ing of those philosophers who saw no hope of a return to innocence but by returning 
to the state of nature. . . . He argued, not, like Shaftesbury, that all is for 
good, but that the world is bad, and its whole civilisation fed by) evil appetites and 
evil deeds. The work was indeed, a first sign of the strength of the reaction that 
gathered force year after year, until it struck on Europe with the shock of Revolu- 
tion. But there was nothing in Bernard Mandeville of the fine yearning for a 
higher life that was to rise above the ruins of all that had been based on human 
wrong. It was enough for him to maintain steadily that evil was man’s good.—

Fifteenth century manuscript of the important Latin version known as the 
vulgate Latin text of the famous travels of Mandeville. The earliest printed 
edition of this Latin text appeared about thirty years after this manuscript was 
written. 


In his preface the compiler calls himself a knight, and states that he was 
born and bred in England, of the town of St. Albans; had crossed the sea on 
Michaelmas Day, 1322; had travelled by way of Turkey (Asia Minor), Armenia the 
little (Cilicia) and the great, Tartary, Persia, Syria, Arabia, Egypt upper and 
lower, Libya, great part of Ethiopia, Chaldaea, Amazonia, India the less, the 
greater, and the middle, and many countries about India; had often been to 
Jerusalem; and had written in Romance as more generally understood than Latin. 
In the body of the work we hear that he had been at Paris and Constantinople ; 
had served the sultan of Egypt a long time in his wars against the Bedouins, had 
been freely addressed by him on the corruption of contemporary Christendom, had 
been vainly offered by him a princely marriage and a great estate on condition of 
renouncing Christianity, and had left Egypt under Sultan Melech Madabron, i.e.,

Muzaffar or Mudhaffar (who reigned in 1346-7); had been at Mount Sinai, and 
had visited the Holy Land with letters under the great seal of the sultan, which 
gave him extraordinary facilities; had been in Russia, Livonia, Cracow, Lithuania, 
‘“‘en rolalme daresten ’’ (de Daresten or Silistria), and many other parts near 
Tartary, but not in Tartary itself; had drunk of the well of youth at Polombe 
(Quilon on the Malabar Coast), and still seemed to feel the better; had taken 
astronomical observations on the way to Lamary (Sumatra), as well as in the 
Brabant, Germany, Bohemia, and still farther north; had been at an isle called 
Pathen in the Indian Ocean; had been at Cansay (Hangchow-fu) in China, and 
had served the emperor of China fifteen months against the king of Manzi; had 
been among rocks of adamant in the Indian Ocean; had been through an haunted 
valley, which he places near Millestorach (= Mullescorath, i.e., Malasgird in 
Armenia); had been at many great feats of arms, but had been incapable of per- 
forming any himself; had been driven home against his will in 1357 by arthritic 
gout (despite the well of youth!); and had written his book as a consolation for his 
‘¢ wetched rest.’’ 


This Latin version is important for the light it throws on the identity of the 
author, the final chapter being devoted to an account of how the book was written 
in the city of Liege. Mandeville is there made to say that, when in Egypt, he met 
about the Sultan’s court a venerable and clever physician sprung from our own 
parts , that long afterwards at Liege, on his way home in 1355, he recognized the 
same physician in Master John ‘ad Barbam,’ whom he consulted when laid up with 
arthritic gout in the street Basse Sauveniére, and that he wrote the account of his 
warderings at Master John’s instigation and with his aid. The-same story has 
been quoted froni a French manuscript, but with the physician’s name given as 
Jean de Bourgogne. 


On the Author’s tomb at Liege his name was given as ‘‘ Dom. Johannes de 
Mandeville, alias dictus ad Barbam’’; and in the fourth book, now lost, of the 
‘¢Myreur, des Histoirs,’’ or ‘‘ General Chronicle ’’ of Jean des Preis or d’Outrem 
euse, there is a record to this effect: In 1372 died at Liége, 12 Nov., a man of very 
distinguished birth,but content to pass there under the name of ‘‘ Jean de Bour- 
gogne, not Mandeville, is the authentic one, and that he was a physician of Liege, 
d’Outremeuse, his friend and executor. In fact, in his will he styled himself 
‘‘Messire Jean de Mandeville, chevalier, comte de Montfort en Angleterre et 
seigneur de isle de Campdi et du Chateau Perouse.’’ It seems, therefore, safe to 
admit the identification of the physician Jean Burgogne, or a la Barbe, and 
Mandeville; but the modern presumption—based on the absence of any contem- 
porary corroboration of such a Sir John Mandeville—is that the name Jean Bur- 
gogne, not Mandeville, is the authentic one, and that he was a physician of Liége, 
the same who wrote a tract on the pestilence. It is considered hkely that he really 
lived for some time in Egypt, and during his sojourn there may have conceived the 
idea of describing a journey to the orient. Having visited no foreign country 
except Egypt, he was compelled to make use of the descriptions of others and to 
publish his compilation under a pseudonym. 


This important manuscript originally belonged to the Monastery*of Good 
Children at Liege, where it was written by a monk of the name of Sibitum Hoken- 
bosch de Sittard, who completed it on the 81st of March, 1456. ‘The scribe has 
signed the manuscript in two places. At the end of the table which precedes the 
text, he has written: ‘‘ Iste hber pertinet monasterio bonorum puerorum in Leodio. 
Scriptus per me fratrem Sibitum Hokenbosth de Sittart natum et in prenominato 
monesterio professum, ad salute anime mee ’’; and at the finish of the text: ‘ Ex- 


_ plicit itinerarius domini Johannis de Mandeville militis anno domini MeCCCCo 


quinquagesimo sexto ultima martii, etc. Scriptus est iste liber per fratrem sibertum 
de Sittart in hac domo bonorum puerorum professus.

(The Monastery of Good Children was presumably so called because the monks were 
ordered to give education to children). 

Mandeville’s Travels is a book which Shakespeare made use of in a number of 
his plays. Douce, in his ‘“ Illustrations ’’ of The Tempest, remarks: ‘‘ ‘The ‘ dew- 
lapp’d mountaineers’ are shown to have been borrowed from Maundeville’s travels, 
and the same author doubtless supplied the other monsters.’’ Halliwell-Phillipps, 
in his edition of Midsummer Night’s Dream, cites this book. Cited, too, by Dyce 
in his edition of The Winter’s Tale.

Reputed the “ first English hackney writer.’ Hts industry as author, trans- 
lator, and compiler was enormous, and his work was distinctly meritorious, as well 
as advantageous to the kingdom. He was believed to have imported the first Arab 
horse into England 

The exact date of Gervase Markham’s birth is not known, but it 1s certain that 
he served in the Low Country Wars and in Ireland prior to 1593. He then settled 
down to miscellaneous writing, and in 1595 published his poem (174 etght-line 
stanzas) on the battle of the “ Revenge”; some of its phrases reappear in Tenny- 
son’s (more condensed) story. He wrote numerous other poetical pieces, including 
a lengthy continuation of Sir Philip Stdney’s “ Arcadia.” He also translated from 
the Italian, and had a share in two dramas. H1s principal works were in prose. 
“ The Discourse of Horsemanshippe ”’ (1593) was the first of eight or nine separate 
publications on horses and farriery. “ The Young Sportsman’s Instructor’’ 1s one 
of many books on archery, fowling, angling, cock- fighting, and hawking and hunt- 
ing. a The English Husbandman (1613-15) and “ Cheap and Good Husbandry” 
(1614) are two of his many books on farming and improving land. Then there 1s a 
series of books on soldiering and military exercises. Even with this record, he left 
works which yet remain in MS.

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MARLBOROUGH _ (ohn Churchill, Duke of), 1650-1722. 


The greatest general of his day. 


John Churchill, afterwards the Duke of Marlborough, was born 24th June, 1650, 
the son of an impoverished royalist. Furst a page to the Duke of York, he next 
secured an ensigncy in the Guards, and in 1667 was sent to Tangiers. Later he was 
promoted captain, and was with Turenne at the reduction of the Dutch fortresses. 
In 1675 he married the imperious and beautiful Sarah Jennings. He helped to 
guell the Monmouth Rebellion, but on the landing of the Prince of Orange joined 
the invader, who out of gratitude created him Earl of Marlborough. In 1692 he 
fell into disfavour, but on the accession of Queen Anne he was given the command 
of the British Army in the Netherlands in the war of the Spanish succession. Fe 
became regent in all but name. His wife governed the Queen, and he himself 
directed Godelphin. In 1702 he was made commander-tn-chief of the combined 
English and Dutch forces. The campaign was a sertes of triumphs for the allies. 
He achieved the brilliant victories of Blenheim, Ramuillies, Oudenarde and Malpla- 
quet. The treaty of Utrecht in 1711 at length brought peace. On a charge of 
having embezzled public money, he was deprived of his offices tll the accession cf 
George I., when, in a day, he was restored to his honours. He died on 16th June, 
1722 and was buried in Westminster Abbey with great magnificence.

But on the return of Messrs. Earl and Stanhope who 
handed me the letter which Your Majesty did me the honour to write to me, and 
who first reported to Her Majesty in detail on the state of affairs in Catalonia, the 
Queen deemed fit to despatch the Chevalier Lake at once with the Fleet, in spite 
of the threats and preparations of the enemy to invade Scotland which, God be 
thanked, have just miscarried in entire confusion. 

‘‘ T hope that by this time this Fleet will have safely arrived in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

‘‘ As Her Majesty also noticed from the report M. de Stanhope gave her that 
he showed much zeal and eagerness for the interests of Your Majesty she thought 
she could not do better than to send him instead of the said Sieur de Worsley ; 
not only in order to reside near Your Majesty as her Ambassador Extraordinary, 
but also in order to command her troops. This ought to obviate many difficul- 
ties which existed on this point till now. He could thus also be much better in- 
formed on the measures taken in the interest of Your Majesty by the States and 
the Prince Eugene and on the working of the campaign elsewhere. I have brought 
him with me to the Hague where we came to complete agreement, and he wili 
have the honour to acquaint Your Majesty by word of mouth with all the resolu- 
tions we have taken and the secret nature of which does not allow me to express 
them in Writing.

This Tract, containing the letter of King Philip and Cardinal Pole, was 
published by Order of Pope Julius III., to announce to the world the Reconcilia- 
en of England with the Church of Rome, which took place on November 30, 

At the great aeremony in London upon the occasion of this reconciliation 
Cardinal Pole made the following speech: — . 

‘“ Much indeed,” he said, ‘‘ the English nation had to thank the Almighty 
for recalling them to his fold. Once again God had given a token of his special 
favour to the realm; for as this nation in the time of the Primitive Church, was 
the first to be called out of the darkness of heathenism, so now they were the 
first to whom God had given grace to repent of their schism; and if their repent- 
ance was sincere, how would the angels, who trejoice at the conversion of a single 
sinner triumph at the recovery of a great and noble people.’’ 

He moved to rise; Mary and Philip; seeing that the crisis was approaching, 
fell on their knees, and the assembly dropped at their example; while, in dead 
silence, across the dimly-lighted hall came the low, awful words of the absolution 
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MARY I (QUEEN OF ENGLAND): COPIA DELLE LETTERE—continued.

‘Our Lord Jesus Christ, which with his most precious blood hath redeened and 
washed us from all our sins and iniquities, that he might purchase unto himself 
a glorious spsuse without spot or wrinkle, whom the Father hath appointed head 
over all his Church,—he by his mercy absolves you, and We, by apostolic author- 
ity given unto us by the Most Hcly Lord Pope Julius the Third, his vice-regent on 
earth, do absolve and deliver you, and every of you, with this whole realm and 
dominions thereof, from all heresy and schism, and from all and every judgnient, 
censure, and pain for that cause incurred: and we do restore you again into the 
unity of our Mother the Holy Church, in the name of the Father, of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost.”’ 

Pole went back to JLambeth, not to rest, but to pour out his soul to the Holy 
Father. 

In his last letter he said ‘‘ he had told his Holiness that he had hoped that 
England would be recovered to the fold at last; yet he had then some fears re- 
maining, so far estranged were the minds of the people from the Holy See, lest at 
the last moment some compromise might ruin all.”’ 

But the godly forwardness of the King and Queen had owercome every difli- 
culty; and on that evening, the day of St. Andrew—of Andrew who first brought 
his brother Peter to Christ—-the realm of England had been brought back to its 
obedience to Peter’s See, and through Peter to Christ. The great act had been 
accomplished, accomplished by the virtue and the labour of the inestimable 
sovereigns with whom God had blessed the world. 

‘‘ And oh,”’ he said, ‘‘how many things, how great things, may the Church 
our mother, the bride of Christ, promise herself from these her children? Oh 
piety! of antient faith! Whoever looks on them will repeat the words of the 
prophet of the Church’s early offspring: ‘This is the seed which the Lord hath 
blessed.’ How earnestly, how lovingly, did your Holiness favour their marriage; 
a marriage formed after the very pattern of that of our Most High King, who, 
being Heir of the World, was sent down by his Father from his royal throne, to

Macaulay speaks of him as “ the 
poet, the stateman, the philosopher, the glory of English literature, the champion 
and the martyr of English liberty.” : 


John Milton was born in Bread Street, Cheapside, on December 9, 1608, the 
son of a prosperous scrivener, a Puritan, but a musical composer. At St. Paul’s 
School he distinguished himself as a scholar and poet. In 1625 he entered Christ's 
College, Cambridge, proceeding M.A. in 1632. H1s poetical genius had already been 
attested by the noble “‘ Hymn on the Nativity’’ and “ At a Solemn Music,” as well 
as much admurable Latin verse; and at Horton he produced the “ Allegro” and the 
_“ Penseroso,’ “ Comus,”’ and “ Lycidas.”” In 1638-39 he paid a fifteen months’ 
visit to Italy, where he was cordially received by the Italian literati. The Civil War 
long silenced his muse, except for an occastonal sonnet. The tracts which he poured 
forth during that period are as truly lyrical inspirations as any of his poems. In 
1645 he published his most famous prose-work, “Areopagitica.”’ His defence of 
the execution of Charles I. (Jan., 1649), ‘‘ The Tenure of Kings,” was followed by 
his appointment as “ Secretary of Foreign Tongues.” His.“ Pro Populo Anglicano 
Defensio ”’ (1651), in reply to Salmasius, made him famous all over Europe, but cost 
him his eyesight.

The Restoration drove him into hiding, for few had more bitterly exasperated 
the Royalist party. The “ Defensio” was burnt by the hangman. 


“ Paradise Lost”’ was probably commenced some time before the Restoration, 
and completed about 1663, though not published till 1667. ‘‘ Paradise Regained” 
and “ Samson Agonistes” followed, the latter a splendid lament over the author's 
forlorn old age and the apostasy, as he deemed it, of his nation. He died November

From this time he was 
constantly with the army, and his narrative of the campaign is that of an eye- 
witness. After the decisive battle of Philiphaugh he accompanied the remnant of 
the troops and shared in the dangers of Montrose’s flight. Wishart remained 
with Montrose during his wanderings in Europe, and at length reached the Hague, 
where the story of the campaign of 1644-6 was written by him. ‘‘ As he was led 
forth,’? Hume says, speaking of the execution of Montrose, ‘‘ they made yet one 
effort more to insult him in this last and melancholy scene; the executioner 
brought that book which had been published in elegant Latin, of his great mili- 
tary actions, and tied it by a cord about his neck.”’

Regarded as the first writer of classical English prose—a prose not merely 
modern in contrast with that of his predecessors, but simple, direct, nervous, 
rhythmical, natural, and entertaining. 

Sir Thomas More was born in London, 7th February, 1478, the son of a justice 
of the King’s Bench. He was placed at fifteen as page in the household of Arch- 
bishop Morton, and by him was sent to Oxford, where the Renaissance was repre- 
sented by such men as Colet and Linacre. Having completed his legal studies ut 
New Inn and Lincoln’s Inn, he was for three years reader in Furnival’s Inn, and 
spent the next four years in the Charterhouse in “ devotion and prayer.” During 
the last years of Henry VII. he became Under-Sheriff of London and member cf 
Parliament. On the accession of Henry VIII., by the instrumentality of Wolsey, he 
became Master of Requests (1514), Treasurer of the Exchequer (1521), and Chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster (1525). On the fall of Wolsey in 1529, More was 
appointed Lord Chancellor. He saw with displeasure the successive steps which 
led Henry to the final Schism from Rome, and in 1532 resigned his Chancellorship. 
In. 1534 Henry was declared head of the English Church; and More’s steadfast 
refusal to recognise any other head but the Pope, resulted in his imprisonment, and 
finally his execution on 7th July, 1535. In 1513 he had written his “ History of 
Richard IIl.,”’ and in 1516 published his greatest work, “ Utopia.”

Jonathan Hulls or Hull (fl. 1737), inventor, was born at Campden, Gloucester- 
shire, in 1699. He was the first who attempted practically to employ steam in 
propelling a vessel in water. His experiments were made on the Avon at Evesham 
in 1737, the main idea being to have a Newcomen engine—the only sort then 
known—on a tow-boat in front of the vessel which it was intended to propel, and 
connected with it by a tow-rope. Six paddles in the stern of the tow-boat were 
fastened to a cross axis connected by ropes to another axis which was turned by 
the engine. Hulls undoubtedly showed how to convert the rectilineal motion of a 
piston-rod into a rotatory motion, which is an essential principle in steain loco- 
motion whether on land or water. But Hull’s experiment was a failure, and 
only excited derision. 

The patent for his invention ig dated 21 Dec., 1736, and his account of it 
appeared in a book (12mo, London, 1737) entitled ‘‘ Description and Draught of a 
new-invented Machine. . . .’? The Book, which is very rare, was reprinted in 
facsimile in 1855. De Morgan says that Hull’s work ‘in all probability gave 
suggestions to Symington’s, as Symington’s did to Fulton’s, and that Krasmus 
Darwin was thinking of Hulls when he prophesied that steam would soon “‘ drag 
the slow barge.’’’? In 1754 Hulls published ‘‘ The Art of Measuring made Hasy 
by the help of a new Sliding Scale’’: he also wrote the ‘‘ Maltmakers’ Instructor.”’

The year 1661 was a memorable one in English Military History. ‘the remnant 
of the Parliamentary Army under General Monk, all that was left of that invincible 
host of Puritan Republicans which had been swept away before the returning tide 
of loyalty, formed an escort at the Restoration of Charles II in 1660. In the 
following year, owing to the insurrection by what was known as the fifth Monarchy 
men, King Charles began to organise the Military forces, raising a regiment of 
cuards of twelve companies, commanded by Colonel John Russell; a regiment of 
horse of eight troops, commanded by the Earl of Oxford; a regiment of horse-

guards, commanded by Lord Gerard; and the Duke of York’s troops were sum- 
moned from Scotland. On the 14th February, General Monk’s troops mustered 
on Tower Hill, and took up arms for Charles II as the Lord General’s Regiment 
of Foot-Guards, and were called the ‘‘ Coldstreams.’’ Thus we have the original 
germ in these soldiers of what is now known as the British Standing Army. 
General Monk was given command of the Military forces of Charles II, and was 
created Duke of Albemarle. 

In 1661, an Act was passed by the New Cavalier Parliament, for the re- 
organisation of the Militia. The obligations to provide horsemen and footmen were 
distributed, following the venerable precedent of the Statute of Winchester, accord- 
ing to a graduated scale of property, and the complete control of each country’s 
force was committed to the Lord Lieutenant. 

This muster roll represents the military forces raised, in connection with this 
re-organisation, in the County of Norfolk and the City of Norwich.

You and I who know what an 
invasion upon an Enemy’s coast is, will not be much alarmed at such a threat, 
whilst our Navy rides triumphant in the Channel, and on the open seas. The 
Spaniards appear to have had enough of their last engagement with Lord St. 
Vincent, who writes me word that he cannot provoke them to come out of Cadiz, 
notwithstanding all the insults which he is daily offering them.’’ Etc., etc.

The Deputies set forth the extreme surprise which is felt by the States at the 
news of the Declaration the Duke has made that he can undertake nothing until 
he has letters from England, and of his refusal to engage either in the siege or a 
battle. The States cannot conceive that any general orders given to the Duke 
can be interpreted as a prohibition from taking active measures when so favourable 
a position as the present occurs. They remind him that a large portion of the 
troops which he commands are not British troops, but troops in the common pay 
of the Queen and of the States, and are engaged by the two powers to make war, 
and that they cannot be withdrawn from such common employment without violat- 
ing treatises already existing. 


The States therefore make a vigorous protest against the present inaction of 
the Duke, and ask him for a definite and precise indication of the nature of his 
orders from home, and require him to give no hindrance to the troops in common 
employment in their action according to the principles of war and in accordance 
with solemn treaties.

This first translation of Ovid’s ‘‘ Metamorphoses’’ was completed by Sandys 
while in America. He was one of the undertakers named in the third Virginia 
Charter of 1611. Upon Sandys’ return to England he became the London Agent 
for Virginia. 

Sandys’ rendering of Ovid’s ‘‘ Metamorphoses ’’ has chiefly preserved his name 
in literary circles. A writer in ‘‘ Wits Recreations ’’ congratulated Ovid on ‘‘ the 
sumptuous bravery of that rich attire,’ in which Sandys had clad the Latin poet’s 
work. He followed his text closely, and managed to compress his rendering into 
the same number of lines as the original—a feat involving some injury to the 
poetic quality and intelligibility of the English. But Sandys possessed exceptional 
metrical dexterity, and the refinement with which he handled the couplet entitles 
him to a place beside Denham and Waller. In a larger measure than either of 
them, he probably helped to develop the capacity of heroic rhyme. He was almost 
the first writer to vary the caesura efficiently, and by adroitly balancing one couplet 
against another, he anticipated some of the effects which Dryden and Pope brought 
to perfection. Both Dryden and Pope read Sandys’ Ovid in boyhood. Dryden in 
later life, on the ground that Sandys’ literal method of translation obscured his 
meaning, designed a new translation of the ‘‘ Metamorphoses,’’ which Sir Samuel 
Garth completed and published in 1717. Pope, who liked Sandys’ Ovid ‘‘ ex- 
tremely,’’ in very early life tried his hand on the same theme, but subsequently 
ridiculed Garth’s efforts to supercede the older translator in a ballad called 
‘‘ Sandys’ Ghost,’’ or the proper New Ballad on the New Ovid’s ‘‘ Metamor- 
phoses.’”?

‘‘ We decree, judge and declare all and every of these Propositions to be 
false, seditious and impious; and most of them to be also Heretical and Blas- 
phemous, infamous to Christian Religion, and destructive of all Government in 
Church and State. 


‘‘ We further decree that the Books which contain the foresaid prepositions 
and impious Doctrines, are fitted to deprave good manners; corrupt the minds of 
unwary men, stir up seditions and tumults, overthrow States and Kingdoms, and 
lead to Rebellion, Murther of Princes, and Atheism itself; and therefore we 
interdict all members of the University from the reading the said Books, under 
the penalties in the Statutes exprest.

In 1584, however, he was elected a 
Fellow of Christ’s College, Cambridge, and began to be widely known as a singu- 
larly earnest and effective preacher. He was noted for his outspoken resistance 
to all that savoured of Roman usage in the matter of ritual. His ‘‘ Armilla 
Aurea’ excited vehement opposition owing to its unflinching Calvanism, and 
according to Heylin, was the otcasion of William Barret’s violent attack on the 
Calvinistic tenets from the pulpit of St. Mary’s. Perkins died in 1602. As a 
writer he continued to be studied throughout the 17th century as an authority 
but litle inferior to Hooker or Calvin.

In volume 2, a manuscript poem purporting to be in Pope’s handwriting, 
though we think that, like most of Pope’s manuscript, it is in Warburton’s hand, 
has been inserted opposite the printed version of the same poem: The manuscript 
is entitled: ‘‘ Upon Silence in Imitation of a Modern Poem on Nothing! ”’ while 
the printed version is headed ‘‘ E. of Rochester. On Silence.’’ The text of the 
two versions differ very greatly the one from the other, the printed version 
extending to XIV three line verses, while the manuscript extends to XVI verses. 


Quoting from the manuscript, the first verse reads :— 


‘¢ Silence! thou primitive parent even to thought, 
They work ere Nature’s was begun was wraught. 
Behind, and just behind, thy Eder Brother Nought.”’ 


The parallel verse from the printed text reads : — 


‘ Silence! coeval with Eternity ; .

Without losing sight of 
this ultimate object of their wishes and efforts, the attention of the Royalists is, 
at this moment, perhaps, more immediately engaged in procuring such means of 
resistance and defence against their Enemies, as may enable them to provide for 
their own personal security. This consideration has also the greatest weight with 
His Majesty, and will induce him, as long as He shall be under the necessity of 
continuing the present War with Fr ance, to afford them as far as may be in His 
power, every assistance which may conduce to either of the above-mentioned pur- 
poses.

In the address ‘‘‘lo the Christian Reader’? he writes: ‘‘ Shackspeers Plais 
are printed on the best crowne paper, far better than most Bibles.’’ 

Prynne was only thirty-three when, in 1633, he published his Histriomastix ; 
or, the Player’s Scourge. His labour had taken him seven years, nor was it the 
first work of: his that had attracted the notice of authority. In a thousand 
closely printed pages, he argued, by an appeal to fifty-five councils, seventy-one 
fathers and Christian writers, one hundred and fifty Protestant and Catholic 
authors, and forty heathenish, were ‘‘ intolerable mischiefs to churches, to re- 
publics, to the manners, minds, and souls of men.’’ Little as we think so now, 
this opinion, which was afterwards also Defoe’s, was not without justification in 
those days. But Prynne’s crusade did not stop at theatres; and Heylin’s account 
reveals the feeling of contemporaries: ‘‘ Neither the hospitality of the gentry 
in the time of Christmas, nor the music in cathedrals and the chapels royal, 
nor the pomps and gallantries of the Court, nor the Queen’s harmless recrea- 
tions, King’s solacing himself sometimes in masques and dances, could escape 
the venom of his pen. He seemed to breathe nothing but disgrace to the nation, 
infamy to the Church, reproaches to the Court, dishonour to the Queen.’’ For 
his remarks against female actors were thought to be aimed at Henrietta Maria, 
though the pastoral in which she took part was posterior by six weeks to the

publication of the book! The four legal societies ‘‘ presented their Majesties 
with a pompous and magnificent masque, to let them see that Prynne’s leaven 
had not scoured them all, and that they were not poisoned with the same 
infection.”’ 

This surely might have been enough; but by the time the matter had come 
before the Star Chamber, Laud had succeeded Abbot (with whom Prynne was on 
friendly terms) as Archbishop of Canterbury (August, 1633); and Laud was in 
favour of rigorous measures. So was Lord Dorset, and Lord Cottington, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, whose judgment is of importance as showing that this 
was really the first occasion when the hangman’s services were called in aid of 
the suppression of books :— 

‘¢T do in the first place begin censure with his book. I condemn it to be burnt 
in the most public manner that can be. The manner in other countries is (where 
such books are) to be burnt by the hangman, though not used in England (yet I 
wish it may, in respect of the strangeness and heinousness of the matter contained 
in it) to have a strange manner of burning; therefore, I shall desire it may be so 
burnt by the hand of the hangman. If it may agree with the Court, I do adjudge 
Mr. Prynne to be put from the Bar, and to be for ever uncapable of his pro- 
fession. I do adjudge him, my Lords, that the Society of Lincoln’s Inn do put 
him out of the Society; and because he had his offspring from Oxford” (now 
with a low voice, said the Archbishop of Canterbury, ‘‘I am sorry that ever 
Oxford bred such an evil member ’’) “‘ there to be degraded. And I do condemn 
Mr. Prynne to stand in the pillory in two places, in Westminster and Cheapside, 
and that he shall lose both his ears, one in each place; and with a paper on his 
head declaring how foul an offence it is, viz., that it is for an infamous libel 
against both their Majesties, State, and Government. And, lastly (nay, not 
lastly), I do condemn him in £5,000 fine to the King. And, lastly, perpetual 
imprisonment.’’

The Psalter is of special interest on account of its having become, some 
years after it was composed, the property of Edmund Audley, who was Bishop of 
Salisbury, from 1502-1504. An inscription on the first of a few extra end leaves 
records that the Psalter was given by the Bishop to his niece, Anne Audley, a 
Nun at Shaftsbury, where there was a very celebrated Benedictine Convent. She 
has signed her name below a prayer at the beginning. 


The initial letter of each Psalm is illuminated in red, blue, and gold, with 
ornamental foliation in the margins. The beginning of each section is very 
elaborately decorated. The large initial is of different shades of red and blue, 
relieved with white, upon a gold background, and contains a painted miniature 
generally referring to some subject in the Psalm. That to Psalm 69 is particularly 
remarkable, depicting David with nothing on but a crown, standing in the water.

Edward Burrough was born in 1634 at Underbarrow, near Kendal, and. from 
aa early age was so remarkable for his gravity and piety that Howzill, in his 
‘* Testimony ’’ to him, says that ‘‘ grey hairs were upon him when he was but a 
youth, for he was clothed with wisdom from his infancy.’’

Thomas Ellwood, quaker and friend of Milton, was born at Crowell, Oxford- 
shire, in October, 1639. He joined the quakers in 1659 and became active as a 
controversialist and preacher. He suffered many terms of imprisonment for his 
faitn. He is chiefly remembered in his connection with Milton, being indirectly 
the instrument of the latter writing ‘‘ Paradise Regained.’?’ On his release from 
prison in 1665 he visited Milton at Chalfont St. Giles, and the poet lent him the 
manuscript of ‘‘ Paradise Lost.’? Ellwood, when returning the paper, remarked, 
‘Thou hast said much of ‘ Paradise Lost,’ but what has thou to'say of ‘ Para- 
dise Found?’’’? When he called on Milton in London in the autumn he was 
shown the second poem called ‘‘ Paradise Regained,’’ and Milton added, ‘‘ This 
is owing to you, for you put it into my head by the question you put me at 
Chalfont, which before I had not thought of.’’

James Naylor was one of the outstanding figures in the early days of Quaker- 
ism.

While in the army he 
became an independent and a preacher. In 1651 he adopted quakerism and 
accompanied Fox on many of his missions. Differences led to their estrange- 
ment. Naylor was pilloried, branded, and suffered many terms of imprisonment. 
He died October, 1660, at the age of 43. His controversial pamphlets compare 
favourably, in their restraint of tone, with those of many of his coadjutors.

He was probably ejected at the 
Restoration, and preached privately as an independent at Salisbury.

The document has some small holes and is a little rubbed in places. 

In February, 1595, Raleigh sailed’ from Plymouth with a fleet of five ships to 
explore the Orimoco, called by the Spanish settlers Guiana. Interested in the 
Spanish legend of the fabulous wealth of Manoa, he made a search for the city, 
which he failed to find, but brought back specimens of gold-bearing quartz. 

In 1603, Raleigh was confined to the Tower on the charge of conspiring against 
James I., but in 1616 his friends persuaded the King to permit him to undertake 
another expedition to the Orinoco in search of gold, the expense of the adventure 
being defrayed by himself and his wife and the gentlemen adventurers who 
gathered around him. On arriving at the Isle de Salut, being too ill to proceed, 
he placed the expedition up the river under the command of Laurence Kemys, 
who failed after burning the Spanish settlement of San Tomas. He was unable 
to induce his men to make another BuEomap or: and returned to England in 1618, 
where he was executed on 29th October.

There is a 
Boundary to friendly and indeed to civilized Warfare, which you don’t seem to 
understand. If when you were bouncing upon your never having received a 
Favour of any King from any Branch of the Aristocracy I had reminded you 
of the Money borrowed from Lord Th.

The following extract 
from ‘‘The Galaxy ’’ graphically describes the incidents of this extraordinary 
marriage, and the romantic meeting and falling in love of the young couple many 
years subsequently, they not having seen each other since their wedding day. 

‘* At the gaming table, whilst at the Hague, the Duke of Richmond incurred 
a debt of honour to Lord Cadogan, which he was unable to pay, and it was 
agreed that his son, a lad of fifteen, who bore the title of Earl of March, should

marry the still younger daughter of Lord Cadogan. The boy was sent for from 
school, and the girl from the nursery; a clergyman was in attendnace, and the 
children were told that they were to be married on the spot. The girl had nothing 
to say; the boy cried out ‘ They are surely not going to marry me to that dowdy.’ 
But married they were. A postchaise was at the door, the bridegroom was 
packed off with his tutor to make the grand tour, and the bride sent back to her 
mother. Lord March remained abroad for several years, after which he returned 
to London, a well-educated, handsome young man, but in no haste to meet his 
wife, who he had never seen except upon the occasion of their hasty marriage. 
So he tarried in London to amuse himself. One night at_the opera his attention 
was attracted to a beautiful young lady in the boxes. ‘Who is that?’ he asked 
of a gentleman beside him. ‘ You must be a stranger in London,’ was the reply, 
‘not to know the toast of the town, the beautiful Lady March.’ The Earl went 
straight to the box, announced himself, and claimed his bride. The two fell in 
love with each other on the spot, and lived long and happily ‘together ; and 
when the husband died she also died of a broken heart within a few months.”’ 

By this Marriage Settlement, dated _a week after the marriage, the Duke 
acknowledges to have received form the Earl of Cadogan the sum of Five Thous- 
and Pounds (apparently the amount of the unpaid gambling debt) part of the 
marriage portion of Twenty thousand pounds, and in consideration thereof he 
undertakes to pay his son Charles £250 p.a., but should his son die before the 
consummation of the marriage to Lady Sara, then the said sum of Five thousand 
pounds was to be repaid to the Earl. 

Endorsed is also a separate Deed by Anne, Duchess of Richmond confirming 
the Settlement.

He examined the plotters of 1605, and was Great 
Chamberlain at Charles I’s coronation. 

John Stanhope, Baron Stanhope, was Treasurer of the Chamber, 1596-1616. 
Signed the warrant for torture of Edmond Peacham. 

Sir John Fortescue became Chancellor of the Exchequer and Privy Coun- 
cillor in 1589. He was deprived of the Exchequer by James I, but continued in 
his other offices.

A work of the highest importance to students of the Shakespeare-Bacon con- 
troversy. Until a few years back it was entirely unknown. It is the first book 
to attribute the authorship of the Shakespeare Plays to Sir Francis Bacon, and 
precedes all other books on the Controversy by nearly a hundred years. One of 
the most remarkable statements is a reterence to the Manuscript of Bacon’s 
‘Commonplace Book’’ (now in the British Museum). It is only since about 1883 
that this Commonplace Book has been brought into prominence in the discussion. 


lt was written by Herbert Lawrence, a Surgeon and Apothecary. He was a 
schoolfellow and intimate friend of David Garrick. 
The Shakespeare and Bacon references are on pages 144-149. 


‘‘ At the Time of my Imprisonment in Florence, it seems, my Father, 
Genius and Humour, made a trip to London, where, upon their Arrival, they 
made an Acquaintance with a Person belonging to the Playhouse; this Man 
was a profligate in his Youth, and, as some say, had been a deer-stealer, 
others deny it; but be that as it will, he certainly was a Thief from the Time 
he was first capable of distinguishing any Thing; and therefore it is im- 
material what Articles he dealt in. I say, my Father and his Friends made 
a sudden and violent Intimacy with this Man, who, seeing that they were a 
negligent careless People, took the first opportunity that presented itself, to 
rob them of every Thing he could lay his hands on, and the better to conceal 
his theft, he told them, with an-affected Concern, that one Misfortune never 
came alone—that they had been actually informed against, as Persons con- 
cerned in an assassination Plot, now secretly crarying on by Mary Queen of 
Scots against the Queen of England, that he knew their Innocence, but they 
must not depend upon that—nothing but quitting the Country could save 
them. They took his Word and marched off forthwith for Holland. As soon 
as he had got fairly rid of them, he began to examine the fruits of his In- 
genuity. Amongst my Father’s Baggage, he presently cast his Kye upon a 
common place Book, in which was contained, an infinite variety of Modes and 
Forms, to express all the different Sentiments of the human Mind, together 
with Rules for their Combinations and Connections upon every Subject or

Occasion that might Occur in Dramatic Writing. He found too in a small 
Cabinet, a Glass, possessed of very extraordinary Properties, belonging to 
Genius, and invented by him; by the Help of this Glasse he could, not only 
approximate the external Surface of any Object, but even penetrate into the 
deep Recesses of the Soul of Man. Could discover all the Passions and note 
their various Operations in the Human Heart. In a Hatbox, wherein all 
the Goods and Chattells of Humour were deposited, he met with a Mask of 
curious Workmanship; it had the Power of making every Sentence that came 
out of the Mouth of the Wearer, appear extremely pleasant and entertaining, 
the jocose Expression of the Features was exceedingly natural, and it had 
Nothing of that shining Polish common to other Masks, which is too apt to 
cast disagreeable Reflections. 

‘Tn what Manner he had obtained this illgotten Treasure was unknown 
to every Body, but my Mother, Wisdom, and Myself; and we should not have 
found it out, if the Mask, which upon all other Occasions is used as a Dis- 
guise, had not made the Discovery. The Mask of Humour was our old 
Acquaintance, but we agreed, tho’ much against my Mother’s Inclination, to 
take no Notice of the Robbery, for we conceived that my Father and his 
Friends would easily recover their Loss, and were likewise apprehensive that 
we could not distress this Man without depriving his Country of its greatest 
Ornament. 

‘With these Materials, and with good Parts of his own, he commenced 
Play-Writing ; how he succeeded is needless to say, when I tell the Reader 
that his name was Shakespear.’’

James O. Halliwell, in his Introduction to ‘‘ The Taming of the Shrew’’ in 
his monumental Edition of Shakespeare’s Works, actually mentions this broadside, 
and it may be presumed that the copy he saw is identical with the above. Halliwell 
after mentioning the existence of this rare piece, goes on to say: ‘‘ The dramatic 
and literary merit of the ‘Taming of The Shrew’ can only be correctly estimated 
by bearing in mind the manners and tendencies of the age in which it was written. 
It must be recollected that the power of gentleness, its efficiency greater than force, 
moving to accomplish the same influence, is a truth barely yet recognised in its 
fulness. Shakespeare was one of the few writers of his time that appreciated this 
moral law.’”’ Ktc. This spirit of gentleness so well expounded by Shakespeare is 
fully represented in the above broadside, and parallels may be drawn between the 
two, pointing to the fact that the author of the broadside verses must have been 
well acquainted with Shakespeare’s Play. Quoting from Shakespeare :—

by your Lordsp. nor thoes whoes opinions I consider. While 1 am heare I serve 
England, and will with as much care and diligence as I can endeavour to advance 
its interests; and followe the orders of those that governe it.’’

‘¢In considering the armour and weapons of Shakespeare’s time we should 
first endeavour to discover what opportunities the poet had for seeing any of them, 
remembering always that, except for pageants and the tilt-yard, armour was fast 
disappearing. . 

‘The stirring passage in the chorus to Act II of ‘ King Henry V’ seems to 
breathe the spirit of the general feeling of those days. That scene he may have 
beheld as a spectator, or perhaps as an actor in the great national movement. If 
he were one of those there encamped, he would have experienced the hardships and 
discomforts so fully spoken of by that great military reformer, Sir John Smythe, 
who for his pains in advocating reforms, was sent to prison. The bad quality and 
fit of the armour supplied to the forces of the Crown was an old story. 

‘Tn 1590, Sir John Smythe, speaking of the musters of 1587 and 1588 of the 
Essex Regiment, while admitting that he had found some good old armour amongst 
them, complained that many of the ordinary corselets had great imperfections in 
the shallowness of the burgonets (head-pieces), the straightness of the collors 
(zorgets), and the lack of compass in the pauldrons (shoulder defences). : These 
and other faults of construction and material made the armour (much of which was 
imported) ‘ unfit for the soldiers, with ease to fetch their breaths, and to march

Early in 1719 Steele was involved in a painful controversy with his lifelong 
friend Addison. He started a periodical called the ‘‘ Phebeian,’’ to denounce Lord 
Sunderland’s bill for limiting the power of creating new peers. Addison replied 
acrimoniously in the ‘‘ Old Whig.’’ Steele’s opposition to the measure led 
indirectly to the withdrawal by the Duke of Newcastle, in January, 1720, of the 
Drury Lane patent.

On November 11th, 1640, whether in consequence of Charles’s indecision, or 
because it was intended to seize the leaders before the accusation was brought, 
Strafford appeared in the House of Lords, but soon left without uttering a word. 
On 25th November the above preliminary charge against him was brought up by 
the Commons, on which the Lords committed him to the Tower. In the first 
article it was declared that he had ‘ traitorously endeavoured to subvert the 
fundamental laws and government of the realms of England and Ireland, and 
instead thereof to introduce an arbitrary and tyrannical government against law, 
which he hath declared by traitorous words, counsels, and actions, and by giving 
his majesty advice by force of arms to compel his loyal subjects to submit there- 
unto.’ This was the gist of the whole accusation. Pym and the commoners 
had resolved to support two propositions: first, that Strafford had endeavoured 
to subvert the fundamental laws; and, Secondly, that such an endeavour was 
tantamount to high treason. (D.N.B.).

Walpole took for his sole manager and operator an Irish printer named 
William Robinson. His first issue was the “ Odes” of Gray, which he set up for 
the Dodsleys in 1757. These in due course were followed by a number of works 
of varying importance, several from W alpole’s own pen. All the earlier books were 
printed by his first printer, Robinson. But Robinson was dismissed in 1759, and, 
after an interval of occasional hands, was succeeded by Thomas Kirgate, who con- 
tinued to perform his duties until Walpole’s death.

They escaped and the above proclamation was 
issued for their re-arrest. 

The claim of Lady Arabella Stuart to the English throne led to the downfall 
of Sir Walter Raleigh. Possibly he may have in his haste spoken, or at least 
listened to, words expressing a preference for Arabella Stuart. He was arrested 
on 17th July 1603, condemned to death, and only on the scaffold was his sentence 
commuted to perpetual imprisonment. His beheading in 1618 was the result of 
this sentence.

‘¢ The Rebels were at Hornby 3 miles in this side Shap, 8 of them Followed ye 
messenger down the town, he says there was two of em in Highland dresses, one ‘of 
em a Gentleman well dressed, 3 servants, and two others that were midling dressed 
and a lead horse, the messenger went to ye Inn in Shap and took Horse. 


‘¢We have in certain accounts got where Genl. Wade with his army now is, 
its believed they returned from Hoxham to Newcastle again, after a most terrible 
march both in regard to Weather and want of common necessarys, Capt. Went- 
worth give his father a most dismall account from Hoxham, but could not say 
where they was to goe next.

A most interesting series of letters written to Sir Thomas Bootle during the 
Rebellion of 1745-1746, informing him of movements of the Rebel troops and 
referring to their entrance into Edinburgh, and the Battle of Preston Pans where 
Charles defeated Sir John Cope, and Culloden where the Rebels were completely 
outnumbered by the Duke of Cumberland’s forces, and the cause of the Prince 
lost its last and only hope. 


‘“Mr. Culcheth and I, proposed to have had the pleasure of waiting on you 
at Latham to-morrow, but as the country hereabouts seems to be in a sort of a 
ferment, and a talk prevailing as if there was a design of stealing horses, Mr. 
Culcheth is afraid itt may not be proper to stir abroad att this time.” Kic. 


‘* Ag Lord Bath was sitting down to write to you, he was call’d away, to 
assist at a Cabinet Council, ok meets this evening, at the Duke of New Castle’s 
Office, on the subject of the melancholy news brought by express this day from 
Scotland, of the Defeat, or rather Shamefull retreat of General Cope’s Army. 


‘My Lord as therefore directed me to acquaint you (and he hopes you’l 
excuse his doing it this manner) that the particulars of this affair are not yet come 
to hand, but Sir John and Lord Loudon only waite in general, that last Saturday, 
by Daybreak, the Rebels attack’d him at Preston pans (a little place between 
Edinburgh and Dunbar, where he has two or three days before, landed his Troops 
from the North) and that on their first fire, Hamilton’s and Gardner’s Dragoons 
fell back on his foot, put them in disorder, and that in the meantime, the High- 
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landers advane’d with their Broadswords, and oblig’d the whole to take flight. 
The loss, My Lord says, General Cope does not mention, but whatever number may 
be taken prisoners, thinks there are but few killed. 

‘“ When the Highlanders got possession of the Town of Edinburgh, they took 
22 pieces of Cannon besides 1,500 Stand of Arms, this will add so much to their 
strength, that my Lord thinks, it May cause a oreat deal more blood to be spilt, 
than would otherwise have been, and they be longer before they are quell’d but 
does not believe, it can have any other bad consequences, because the three 
Battalions of Guards, and seven marching Regiments from Flanders, landed here 
yesterday, and are to be commanded by Generals Sigonier and Sulteney, and the 
six thousand Dutch, are all, by this time in England, and the first Division of 
those that Landed here, set out this morning for Lancashire, whither the second 
follows to-morrow.’ Etc. 

. We soa been in the utmost Confusion, however, since Genl. 
Cope’s "defeat, as we expect to be plunder’d very shortly by the Highlanders. If 
the Genlls conduct in that engagement be represented at London as here he had 
better have shared the Fate of the most untortunate of his Troops. Our Accts. 
from Scotld. to-day tell us that the Rebels have plundr’d very greedily since the 
Batle & a great many of them returned Home with the Booty. The Rebels call 
themselves 14,000, but our Correspondts. in Scotland don’t think them quite so 
many ; however, they are certainly a considerable body of very desperate Fellows & 
now completely armed.”’ 

. . Our advices recd. this Evening tell us that a Party of the Rebels 
consisting of 4,000 foot and 600 Horse is expected to march this day from Moffat 
where they have been since Thursday evening . . and will probably be at 
Brampton to-morrow Evening. The Gates of Carlisle are walled up, the Custom 
house at Whitehaven is forsaken, and there are scarce 1004 People left in this 
Town. Genll. Wade wth. the main Body of his Army continues still at New- 
castle. The Rebels are very industrious to prevent our getting any particulars 
of their Numbers and Motions so that our Intelligence is not quite so much to be 
depended on as formerly.” 

‘*T have only just time to acquaint you yt by an Express reced. here this 
Moment a Party of the Rebels consisting (as supposed) of 50004 ffoot & 10004 
Horse were advanced within 4 miles of Carlisle at 10 o’clock this morning. Our 
Accts. say that this Party is to be joined by another Party wch. marched to 
Kelso & so proceed Southward. As these people march prodigiously quick they 
certainly may avoid Genll. Wade’s army if they please, but one of their Quarter 
Masters taken Prison(er) by our Light Horse yesterday says they’] not endeavour 
to avoid them. This Prisoner calls the Rebel’s Army a fees great one, but we 
hope he magnifys their Numbers in order to terrify us. I shall be obliged to 
withdraw out of this Town this Morning I fear it will i i in my Power to 
write further on this subject till the Town be rid of these troublesome Visitors.’’ 

‘As soon as I was assured that the Rebels had appeared before Carlisle I 
retired from Penrith & aftér adventures camie hither this Morning where a 
Gentleman sent amongst ye Rebels is just arrived, and tells us, that last Saturday 
sevll, considerable Parties of the Rebels appeared before Carlisle in Order (as sup- 
posed) to view the Ground & on Sunday the Town was encompass’d by a very large 
Army, the young Pretender sent a Letter into the Town, demanding admittance & 
threatening in case of Refusal to take the Place by Storm, but the Garrison (wch. 
by the bye consists only of our Militia, 80 Invalids & the Towne people) instead of 
entering into any Treaty began a very brisk Fire from their Canon wceh. continued 
all that Night. On Monday Morning a Council of War was holden before the 
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Young Pretender wherein it was resolved to leave the Place & march off in quest of 
Gen!). Wade and accordingly abt. 11 o’clock the whole Army retired towds Bramp- 
ton, but on Tuesday the Highlanders’ having reced. no Pay for 7 or 8 days in- 
sisted that if Carlisle was not taken they wd. return home, and on that, it was 
resolved that a Part of the Army shd. be sent back for the Purpose and the 
Carpenters were imediately sent into Mr. Howard’s Woods at Corby to cut all 
sorts of Trees necessary for raising the batteries, making Ladders. This Gentle- 
man says he saw 2004 Men draughted & begin their March to Carlisle yesterday 
morning, he tells us, that the Army is so dispersed that it is not possible for a 
Stranger to calculate their Numbers with any tolerable certainty, but thinks 
that the Party detached to Carlisle was not a fifth Part of the Men he saw. The 
Rebels told this Gentleman that they had only 13 Canon along wth. them.’’ Ktc. 

‘¢The Rebels began to make a Trench and erect some Batteries agt. Carlisle 
on Thursday & yesterday Morning were admitted into the Town. The Garrison is 
retired into the Castle wch. holds out yet but cannot reasonably be expected to do 
so long. JI don’t yet hear of any Capitulation for the Town, but as it surrender’d 
so soon hope there is one tho’ I cannot help suspecting that the Rebels will be 
unwilling to grant Terms to the Town so long as the Castle holds out, we are 
told that the young Pretender is to make his entry into the City this afternoon. 

‘‘ Our present Confusion & distress are inexpressible, all our Gentlemen are 
either Prisoners or fled for Fear of being made so, our whole Country plunder’d at 
Discretion, & the King’s Army. tho’ it has laid within 50 miles of the Enemy ever 
since they came into our Country, has not given them the least Interruption. 
There’s no doubt but that Marshal Wade’s acting for the best, but I am sorry to 
tell you that our common People construe by Caution an indifference for our 
Sufferings & from his behaviour, & the boldness of the Rebels, begin to have most 
dismal Apprehensions. ; 

‘T cannot yet get any probable Acct. of the Number of the Rebels, but the 
Chiefs have certainly pswaded all their Comon Soldiers that they are greatly 
superior to Marshal Wade & from their Proceedings it is more than probable that 
they really intend to fight him before they advance much further into England, 
but from the Marshal’s not offering to stir from the Relief of our County, wch. I 
am sure is as loyal now as any in England, some people imagine yt. he does not 
intend to engage till Sigonier’s Army comes up and before that time we shall 
certainly be stript of all we have.’’ 

‘The Castle of Carlisle was surrender’d to the Rebels last Friday at 10 
e’clock at Night to the great Mortification. of all our Countrey. The Officers of 
the Militia were all taken Prisoners but discharged on delivering up their Arms & 
Horses & giving their Parole of Honr. never to bear Arms agt. the Pretender or 
any of his Family & the Private Men were to be released upon the same Terms, 
but sevll. of them are as yet detained Prisoners. All our Gentlemen were 
obliged to walk on Foot from Carlisle to Penrith. It is certain that this Town 
& Castle were at last most shamefully given up, the Rebels never having so much 
as fired cne shot agt. either of them, how this hapned, it is not proper to say, the 
Officers blame the Towns people, & all the Comon Men, especially the Militia, 
insist that they would have defended the Town to the last Extremity & don’t 
doubt but they cd. have held it out for some time if the Officers wd. have given any 
encouragement by their Example.’’ Ete. 

‘On Thursday the young Pretender with. about 40004 Men came to Penrith 
& halted there till yesterday morning when he marched to Kendall. The Artillery 
wch. consists of abt. 16 Cannon reached Penrith on Friday at Noon & the rear of 
the Army the same night & all marched forward yesterday. We hear that they 
have left a small Garrison in Carlisle of abt. 120 Men on Pretence that they have 
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a Party of 20004 yet coming from Scotld. and they actually did send back from 
Penrith to Carlisle 20 Carts loaded with biscuits & cheese but yet we do not be- 
lieve that they have any more behind except the 120 left in Carlisle. Our Pen- 
rith people have taken all possible Pains to learn their numbers and by all their 
ere me whole Army marched forwd. does not amount to above 7000 effective 

en.”’ te. 

, On the 2d. Instant the Crews of two small French Privateers, 
consisting of 210 private men & 45 French Officers taken by Adm!. Bing were 
carry’d into Edinbr Castle, but that 1500 French are actually landed at & near 
Montrose. That the Rebels are 4004 strong at Dumblain, but it is hoped that 
they’! not be able to cross the Forth, because that Glasgow, Air & Urwin have 
raised 5000¢d Men wch. are stopping all the Passages. That Ld. Loudon is at 
Inverness at the head of 5 independt Companies, 500 Mcleods, & some companies 
of Guise’s Regimt & has hitherto had a great deal to do to keep his neighbouring 
People quiet who threaten to rise agt. him, but is expected to march to join 
Gen!l. Handasyde & Coll. Campbell as soon as the snow will-permit him. The 
Argyleshire Men have got Arms & are rising in favour of the Government. 

‘‘We have this moment reced. an Acct. that the Rebels are in the South 
retreating towds, Scotld. by the Way they went so that we are really between two 
ae & therefore it is more than probable that my stay at Home will be very 
short. 

‘My last acquainted you of the Rebells being at Macclesfield where they 
advanced to Leek and Ashburn, and from thence to Derby, at which place they 
have plunder’d (by receiving his Majesty’s Duties, &c.) to the amount of 9 or 
1000 pounds. From thence their advanced Guard went as far as Worsup Bridge 
near six miles behind Derby, where a party of the Duke’s light Horse were aware 
of ’em; upon which they immediately alarm’d his Highness and he thereupon 
retreated with his whole Body as far as Lichfield. Coventry and Daventry, in 
order to get before the Rebells, and give ’em meeting about Northampton, as we 
are inform’d. The Rebells going with their advane’d Guard as far as Worsup 
Bridge, we now have reason to imagine, with no other design than to alarm our 
Army, and oblige ’em to do what they did, in order to give themselves sufficient 
time to retreat which they have since done and have took quite the same Rout 
back, as they did forward, and are this Moment at Garstang, from whence they 
go to Lancaster, where they’ll be this Night. They have done much more mis- 
chief in their return than as they went; for they have been guilty of almost all 
things that are base excepting Fire and Murder. The Duke of Kingston’s Regi- 
ment Light Horse were last night at Wiggan, the Vanguard at Manchester, and 
the Duke with the Body at Macclesfield ; so that most of the hopes we now have 
are, that Wade’s army will be able to give ’em meeting before they get home, of 
which (I) shall give you the particulars as soon as they come to hand. The 
falling down (of) our Bridge has certainly saved us a visit from the Rebells, both 
backwards as well as forwards; and also has kept too our own Forces from com- 
ing to us likewise, which we account as a great piece of Providence.’’ Ete.

A very fine letter of great historical interest concerning the negotiations for 
the Peace of Nimeguen which concluded the war between France, and Holland and 
Spain. England looked with alarm upon a French acquisition of Flanders and 
signed a treaty of alliance with Holland for resisting the exorbitant pretensions 
of France. In May, 1678, Louis XIV offered to give up Ghent, as well as Cam- 
brai, Charleroi, Oudenarde and Limburg, and a truce was concluded. However, 
in June, at Nimeguen, Louis signified that he could not give up the towns he had 
promised to evacuate until the demands of Sweden upon Brandenburg were 
satisfied ‘ 

In this letter Sunderland gives an account of an interview with Louis XIV. 
in which he represented the impossibility of England’s accepting a peace without 
total restitution of the towns in Flanders.

In his Remarks upon a book intituled ‘‘ The Rights of the Christian Church,” 
1708, speaking of Viscount Molesworth’s ‘‘ An Account of Denmark,’’ Swift says : 
‘¢ Molesworth’s preface full of stale profligate topics. That Author wrote his 
book in spite to a nation, ag this doth to religion, and both perhaps on poor per- 
sonal piques.’’ 


Molesworth had been ambassador at Copenhagen, but was forced to resign 
on account of a dispute with the ‘‘ Danish king.’’ On hig return to England in 
1694, he published ‘‘ An Account of Denmark,’’ an attack on the Danish system 
of Government. Molesworth had been strongly imbued with the republican teach- 
ings of Algernon Sidney and his book affords ample proof of the influence. It’s 
publication aroused much indignation, and a heated controversy ensued, in which 
Swift’s friend, Dr. Wiliam King, took an active part. 


The Danish envoy supplied materials to King, who received the thanks of the 
University of Copenhagen. Prince George of Denmark also obtained his appoint- 
ment as secretary to the Princess Anne. 


Having regard to the fact that Swift’s friend was actively engaged in this 
controversy, it is obvious why Swift possessed a copy of the offending book and 
why he speaks so slightingly of it’s author. His opinions of Molesworth seem to 
have changed in later years, for on the subject of Molesworth’s Considerations 
for Promoting Agriculture, 1723, he writes: ‘‘ An excellent discourse, full of 
most useful hints.’’ Swift also addressed his sixth Drapier’s letter to him: ‘‘ A 
letter to the Right Honourable the Lord Viscount Molesworth, at His House at 
Brackdentown near Swords,’’ 1724.

Of extreme rarity, copies having been publicly burnt at Dundee. James Tyrie, 
Jesuit theologian, was born in 1543, educated at St. Andrew’s University, and 
with other young Scotsmen, went abroad with Edmund Hay, the latter acting as 
the companion and guide to the Jesuit Nicolas de Gouda, papal envoy to Mary 
Stuart in 1562. He became a Jesuit at Rome in 1563, afterwards returning to 
Paris. From thence he corresponded with his brother David, with the object of 
winning him back to the Roman Church. One of these controversial letters, deal- 
ing with the question of the visibility of the church, was submitted at the close 
of 1566 to John Knox in order that he might write a reply to it. This Knox 
did at once, but for some unexplained reason he set aside his manuscript until 
shortly before his death in 1572, when he printed it at St. Andrew’s under the 
title ‘‘ An Answer to a Letter of a Jesuit named Tyrie, be Johne Knox.’’ The 
Jesuit immediately published the above rejoinder, the preface of which is ‘‘ daitit 
at Paris the 8 of Merche, 1573,” that is, after the death of Knox, and twelve 
months after that of David Tyrie, to whom the original letter was written. This 
publication caused considerable stir, several replies being written.

In conse- 
quence Parliament was restored. This work gives his supposed conversation with 
Vane on the subject. At page 9 Lawson asks Vane what has become of the 
‘‘ Instrument of Government ’’ for the Committee of Safety. Vane replies ‘‘ We 
did light our Tobacco with it in the Council Chamber !”’

Sir Francis Vere was one of the most celebrated of the English generals during 
the reign of Elizabeth, and was the nephew of the Sixteenth Earl of Oxford. In 
1589 he was placed in command of all Queen Elizabeth’s soldiers in the Nether- 
lands. 


The first expedition described in this manuscript is that to Cadiz: 


‘¢ Qn March Ist, 1596, Vere sailed for Middelburg with 1,000 of his veterans 
to join at Dover the Cadiz expedition under the joint command of Lord Howard 
of Kffngham and Essex. Vere was lord-marshal, lieutenant-general, and one of 
the six members of Essex’s council of war. He could not altogether escape the 
rivalries from which he was so happily exempt in the Low Countries, but he took 
the lead with an excellent steadying effect at the capture of the town of Cadiz, 
in which Essex himself impetuously led the stormers. The expedition, with Vere 
on the Rainbow, arrived safely at Plymouth, after the sack on 8 Aug., and Vere 
passed some of the succeeding winter at the court.’’ 


The second expedition is the famous ‘‘ Island Voyage ” in the Summer of 1597. 

‘‘He again served as a sea captain in the summer of 1597 in the Islands’ 
voyage, and we are told that he applied himself in the interval to the study of 
‘sea-cases.’ He sailed in the Mary Rose, master John Winter, on 9 July, 1597, 
and again, after putting back from stress of weather and a most severe ‘ bucket- 
ing,’ on 17 Aug.; like his comrades, he had little opportunity by adding to his 
reputation by this injudiciously managed sea raid. On his return he defended 
the conduct of his general before Elizabeth. Nevertheless, the ‘seeds of dissension 
seem to have been sewn during the voyage between Vere and Essex, who had 
hitherto been staunch friends and correspondents.”’ 


‘¢ Defeat at Turnhout.’’ 


This was the famous expedition in which Sir Walter Raleigh took part. He 
was also in the Cadiz expedition. 


‘‘ Off Cape Finisterre the fleet was for the second time scattered by bad 
weather, and only by slow degrees was it collected at Flores, in the Azores, where

it was determined to he in wait for the Spanish treasure ships from the West 
Indies. 


‘In the autumn of 1597 Vere was once more in Holland, and at The Hague 
was in frequent intercourse with Barneveldt: it was mainly through the latter’s 
influence in the States-General that at Vere’s instance a more aggressive policy 
was decided upon in December against the formidable Spanish infantry. A force 
was accordingly secretly collected by Prince Maurice at Gertruydenburg to attack 
the advanced guard of the Spaniards under the Count of Varras at Turnhout. The 
English contingent, forming nearly a third of the lttle army of between five 
thousand and six thousand cavalry and infantry, was under the command of Vere 

-and Sir Robert Sidney. A complete surprise was effected, and Varras had barely 
time to effect a retreat in the small hours of the morning of 24 Jan., 1598, before 
Maurice occupied the town. An immediate pursuit was counselled by Vere, who, 
with a small force of cavalry, succeeded in effectually cutting off the infantry of 
the enemy’s rear-guard and securing six hundred prisoners. His action was warmly 
applauded, and Elizabeth wrote herself to signify her ‘ good liking’ of Vere’s 
services,”’ 

**The Battle of Nieuport.’’ 


‘“¢In the Summer of 1600 the States-General, upon the advice of Barneveldt, 
resolved to carry the war into the enemy’s country by landing a powerful force on 
the Flemish coast and laying siege to Nieuport, a few miles south-west of Ostend. 
The Dutch army effected a landing, in safety during the last days of June, and on 
1 July arrived the news that the Archduke Albert was approaching with a large 
force from Ghent with a view of preventing their further advance. To Vere was 
entrusted the command of the allied vanguard, consisting of 4,350 men, of whom 
sixteen hundred were English, and when it was decided to give battle in the dunes, 
on 2 July, he planted his vanguard in an advantageous position on two sand hills 
and a ridge about two miles north of Nieuport. The bulk of the cavalry was drawn 
up on the seashore, and the reserves, under Prince Maurice, about three hundred 
yards south of Vere’s forlorn hope on the ‘ East Hill.’ The battle began about 
2 p.m. with a desperate struggle at push of pike between the 250 English posted 
on this hill and the pick of the Spanish infantry. Vere designates this portion of 
the fight as the ‘ Bloody Morsel,’ his men being gradually overborne by over- 
whelming numbers. Messenger after Messenger was despatched by Prince Maurice, 
but brought no reinforcement ; the commander rode in person down into the hollow 
to cheer his men, and when retreat became imperative, after receiving a musket- 
shot in the thigh and another in the leg, he was with difficulty extricated from 
his dead horse. His wounds compelled his retirement from the field, but Prince 
Maurice at this juncture rallied the broken vanguard and advanced with his main 
force to the West Hill, where he made a determined stand. Furious charges by 
Sir Horace Vere, Ogle, Fairfax, and Sir Edward Cecil destroyed the cohesion of 
the Spanish tercios, and about four o’clock they broke and fled. The archduke 
made his escape to Bruges. Zapena and the admiral of Aragon were taken 
prisoners, while about a third of the Spanish army were put hors de combat. Of 
the sixteen hundred English, no fewer than eight hundred were either killed or 
wounded. Vere’s wounds proved serious, but his name was in every one’s mouth, 
and he was gladdened by a letter from the Queen, to whom Prince Maurice had 
written attributing the victory in great measure to the judgment and valour of the 
English general.’’

Shortly before Jaggard undertook the printing of the First Folio of Shake- 
speare, Vincent the Herald and J aggard the printer had been jointly the object of 
a violent and slanderous attack by a perverse-tempered personage named Raloh 
Brocke. This Brooke was one of Vincent’s colleagues at the College of Arms. He 
could never forgive the bestowal, some years earlier, of an office superior to his own 
on an outsider, a stranger to the college, William Camden, the distinguished writer 
on history and archeology. From that time forth he made it the business of his 
life to attack in print Camden and his friends, of whom Vincent was one. He 
raised objection to the grant of arms to Shakespeare, for which Camden would 
seein to have been mainly responsible. His next step was to compile and publish 
a Catalogue of the Nobility, a sort of controversial Peerage, in which he claimed, 
with abusive vigour, to expose Camden and his friends’ ignorance of the genealogies 
of the great families of England. Brooke’s book was printed in 1619 by Jaggard. 
The Camden faction discovered in it abundance of discreditable errors. The errors 
were due, Brooke replied, in a corrected edition of 1622, to the incompetence of his 
printer, Jaggard. Then Augustine Vincent, Camden’s friend, the first cwner of

the Sibthorp copy of the First Folio, set himself to prove Brooke’s pretentious 
incompetence and malignity. Jaggard, who resented Brooke’s aspersions on_his 
professional skill in typography, not only printed and published Vincent’s Dis- 
covery of Brooke’s Errors, as Vincent entitled his reply, but inserted in Vincent’s 
volume a personal vindication of his printing-office from  Brooke’s strictures. 
Vincent’s denunciation of Brooke, to which Jaggard contributed his caustic pre- 
face, was published in 1622, and gave Brooke his quietus. Incidentally, Jaggard 
and his ally Vincent avenged Brooke’s criticism of the great dramatist’s right to 
the arms that the Heralds’ College, at the instance of Vincent’s friend Camden, 
had granted him long before.

In the Preface, Voltaire remarks:— 

‘‘ These Letters were not design’d for the Public. They are the Result of the 
Author’s Complacency and Friendship for Mr. Thiriot, who had desir’d him, during 
his Stay in England, to favour him with such Remarks as he might make on the 
Manners and Customs of the British Nation. ’Tis well known that in a Corre- 
spondence of this kind, the most just and regular Writer does not propose to 
observe any Method. Mr. de Voltaire in all Probability follow’d no other Rule in 
the Choice of his Subjects than his Particular Taste, or perhaps the Queries of 
his Friend. Be this as it will, ’twas thought that the most natural Order in which 
they could be plac’d would be that of their respective Dates. Several Particulars 
which are mention’d in them make it necessary for us to observe, that they were 
written between the latter End of 1728, and about 1731. The only Thing that can 
be regretted on this Occasion is, that so agreeable a Correspondence should have 
continued no longer.’’ Ete. 

Thieriot and Voltaire were, in their early years, clerks together in the same 
lawyer’s office, and they maintained a friendship throughout their lives. 

Voltaire published for the benefit of Thieriot this volume of letters concerning 
the English nation.

This famous book of the ‘‘ Lives of the Saints ’’ was cempiled by Jacobus de 
Voragine. Archbishop of Genoa, who composed it under the title of ‘‘ Legenda 
Aurea,’’ in the Latin tongue, about the year 1290. In the subsequent century 
it was translated into French by Jean de Vignay, and from this French translation 
it was converted into our own language by the indefatigable Caxton. The work 
is rightly called by Warton ‘‘ an inexhaustible repository of religious fable ’’; and 
such was the almost sacred light in which it was considered abroad, for upwards 
of two centuries, that the learned Claude Espence, in the year 1555, was obliged 
to make a public recantation for calling it Legenda Ferrea! 

In this Edition, printed by Wynkyn de Worde, are many very curious, amusing

I have already apologised in my Anecdotes 
for attempting an account of him as I could add nothing to what had already 
been written on his article. . . . I have said in my book, where I certainly 
did not mean to flatter him or you, that he was a genius. I have not said, nor 
ean say consistently with Truth, that he was faultless. Methinks even the few 
objections I have made to him confirm the Encomiums—a general panegyric rv 


ways passes for such, and does no honour to the person extolled. . . . y 
criticisms on Sr. Christopher are given, and could not be given otherwise, but as 
matters of opinion. . . . The sole question on the article of Taste will be 


whether Sr. Christopher or I knew best what Taste is. . . . 

‘‘T will not defend myself on the distinction I might fairly make, that Sr. 
Christopher Wren was a genius in some respects, and wanted taste in others, 
which yet I presume is all I have said in effect but it seems to me as if there was 
a sobriety in taste which wou’d be a shackle or a genius. That there has been 
now and then a genius (for a Genius itself is a curiosity) without taste, and often 
taste without genius, is evident from example. One of the greatest genius’s 
that ever existed, Shakespeare, undoubtedly wanted taste. In the very class, 
which is the subject of this letter, I mean, architecture, Inigo Jones seems to me 
to have had more taste than genius. A genius is original, invents taste, selects, 
perhaps copies with judgment. If I am right, have I wronged your Ancestor? 

‘“Forgive me if I say that to prove Sr. Christopher had a taste for erecting 
palaces equal to what he had for Churches, some buildings ought to be specified 
in which he had exerted it. . . . The truth is, the fault was in the age, and 
to that I have really imputed it, not to your. grandfather. I shall, however, 
Sr., on your information, do justice to Sr. Christopher, as I should be glad to 
do if I was authorised in what I have heard, that he gave two other designs for

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St. Paul’s, preferable even to what is executed, but which were rejected by the 
Duchess of Portsmouth’s influence for interested reasons. ee: 

‘‘ As I mean in my next Edition to do justice to Sr. Christopher where it is 
due, I must here Sr. do justice to Vertue, whose merit in the Anecdotes is real, 
while mine is only trifling and ornamental.—The story of your grandfather being 
carried every year to St. Paul’s came not from Vertue, but from my having heard 
it often. It appeared very natural, and certainly cannot convey an idea of the 
smallest imputation. Would any man living have wondered if Milton had had his 
Paradise Lost read over to him every year?”

In 1633 Nathaniel Ward had his living taken away by Archbishop Laud, on 
account of his puritan views, and in 1634 “he emigrated to Massachusetts, ‘and 
settled as Minister at a place called Agawam, soon afterwards renamed Ipswich. 
He joined with the Rev. John Cotton of Boston in fr aming the first code of laws 
established in New England, which were passed by the General Court in 1641 
under the title of ‘‘ Body of Liberties.’’ Six hundred acres of land granted him 
at Haverhill he afterwards gave to the University of Cambridge, Mass. During 
his stay in New England he took an important part in its history. Early in 
1645 Ward began writing ‘<The Simple Cobler of Aggavvam,’’ a prose satire of 
the time, which he sent to England, and which immediately became popular, and 
will always associate his name with early American literature.

£1,006 out of the purse of the Vintners’ Company, although without the consent 
of the ‘‘ generality.’’ Immediately on the assembling of the Long Parliament, 
Kilvert was called into question, along with Alderman Abell, for his share in this 
transaction. He wrote several pamphlets in his own defence. The Vintners’

Accidents, you can not but inferre a very greate deale of difference there 1s

& more unsettled way of living required.”’ 

‘‘ Be pleased therefore att one view to see yr selfe from monage growne 
into Manhood, from ye title to & expectation of an Estate, taken into ye 
possession & management of it. From a Batchelor into a married condition, 
from a member of a family to be ye head of one, from a private to a publick 
person & (what will not be yr least concern, because yr greatest pleasure, & 
ye only justifiable way of passing that time, which you can borrow from yr 
former ingagements) from yr distraction by wch yl Studies have hitherto beene 
retarded to ye satisfaction of belov’d leisure, & Retreate.’’ Htc. 

The advice as to conduct at table, and with guests, is very interesting :— 

“Invite noe man to yr Table to heare how well you can scold with yr 
servants, ’tis as if the company could afford no better discourse, & they will 
never thinke themselves wellcome when the Entertainer is out of humour.’’ 

‘Dislike any thing att yr owne Table looks like a secret prohibition to 
eate of it, whilst an hearty & open returne to wt you sett before yr friends 
is a Treat be ye meale never so indifferent, in wh ’tig discretion to lett most 
of yr dishes be undisguised & plain, because there is ye least expence in them 
& they are withall ye most wholesome, a wise man will spent wt God & Nature

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plants about him, &thinke ye Calfe tastes as well out of his owne slaughter- 
house, as ye Butchers, & it may be if as cleanelie drest.’’ 

‘In giveing a due wellcome to all whom you admitt to yr Table, it will 
not be amisse to recommend of this dish, or that glasse of wine to ye severall 
Guests, and when you drinke to any stranger to lett it be ye health of his 
absent friende, at Patron. For by yt you oblige him, that’s absent, who will 
most certainly be told, yt you dranke his health, & you grace ye person who 


sits by you, because you take notice of his relation or Friendship to soe worthy 
a person, & you give ye company occasion to respect him, if not for his owne, 
yet for his Friend, or Patron’s sake.” 

‘They who affect ye Character of being civil, will avoid giving occasion 
to disputes att board, for tis ten to one, none of ye Drs of ye Chaire will be 
there to moderate, & tis not proper for you to bestowe ye faith on one, because 
another is out of yr minde.’’ LKtc. 


Instructions as to trading, etc. :— 

‘In any bargaine you make, where you finde, ye fraud & dishonesty of 
ye Mechanisk growing upon you, never say in yt minde, tis but ye other 
crowne, or ye other twenty shillings, or ye other five pounds; For yt humour 
will make every thing deare; & when ye seller shall finde you are in love with

‘You will take heede of calling yt Bounty & generosity in yr dealing, 
weh he with whom you deale will be apt to call folly & indiscretion in you,

Words of wisdom as to the married state :— 

“As you are come now into a married Estate, you must consider how 
farre the Duty of the 5th Comandmt is now enlarged upon you. You have 
now new relations to whom you owe the respect of a Son, of a Brother, of a 
Nephew, of a Cosin, &c., all whom you must in their severall stations regard, 
& without any reflections on what is past, consider wt becomes you now to 
doe, tis not ye least meritt yt they stand soe neare allied to soe discrete a 
Lady as your wife, & remember you must love her in lesse pleasant objects, 
then herselfe.’’ 

‘Tf there arise any divisions or Feuds in ye Family remember Beati- 
Pacifici tis meane to open ye breach of yr owne advantage, yt therefore in 
every appearance of it must be avoided, because nothing will give colour to 
an unworthy Action.’’ 

‘‘ Remember in a wife, you choose for yr Life, & therefore every mis- 
carriage here is not single, every little disgust laies ye foundation of a lasting 
Quarrell, & tis most irreconcilable, when betweene those yt did love best.”’
